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UFO enthusiasts 
disappointed with 
appeal response

LOCAL uTO enthusiasts 1 
are disappointed with the i 
response from members of i 
the public after an appeal 
was put out in February for 
information from witnesses 
of unidentified flying 
objects. 

In the first four months of 
the year, numerous sight¬ 
ings of bright lights in the 
skies over Tayside and Fife 
have been reponed. 

In February, a spate of 
encounters flooded in after 
three Broughry Ferry chil¬ 
dren saw something out of 
the ordinary in Orchar 
Park. Another boy 
described an object as "like 
a rugby ball with lights," 
seen near Broughty Castle 
the week before. 

The appliance of science 
has helped explain many 
recent sightings of uniden¬ 
tified flying objects. 

Only last week, the sight¬ 
ing of three strange lights 
over Newport by a man 
walking down Dundee's 
Forfar Road was dismissed 
as probably being a 
Hercules transport plane 
from RAF Leuchars. 

Astronomical, meteoro¬ 
logical and natural 
phenomenon have also 
been put forward as ex¬ 
planations. 

But according to Bob 
Stewart, of Cupar, who 
does research for Stirling- 
based Strange Phenom¬ 
enon Investigations (SPl), a 
lot of questions still remain 
unanswered. 


He has worked with 
Dundee man Graham 


Beedie on collating infor- I' 
mation firom the local area | 
for the British UFO Re- j 
search Association. 

“After the Orchar Park , 
sighting. Graham and 1 
interviewed the children 
and we are totally con-1 
vinced they saw something 
which cannot be explained 
by scientific means. ' he 
said. 

“They described a struc¬ 
tured craft about 300 feet 
off the ground, and said a: 
smaller craft emerged from 
a mother ship. 

"We have tried to con¬ 
vince other witnesses to 
come forward but the re -1 
sponse from the public has. 
been quite disappointing." \ 
Bob is currently invest!-. 
gating bizarre sightings of' 
lights seen by puzzled resi¬ 
dents of Kirkcaldy in April, 
and would like to trace the i 
person who took a video of 
the incidents, as reported 
at the time. 

Bob has just returned 
from a conference at Leeds 
University where evidence 
of a Government cover-up 
was presented by one of 
Che country's leading UFO 
researchers.

MILITARY authorities are not 
covering up large-scale contact 
with extra-terrestrial life, ac¬ 
cording to a researcher into 
UFOs. 

Instead they are covering up 
many of their own secret ac¬ 
tivities, Duncan Lunan , a re¬ 
searcher into unexplained phe¬ 
nomena. told an audience at the 
Edinburgh International Sci¬ 
ence Festival. 

According to Mr Lunan, 
many other UFO sightings and 
“close encounters' are delib¬ 
erate hoaxes either falsified by 
the military to discourage in¬ 
vestigation of their activities or 
caused by mischief-makers. 

In a lecture which set out to 
demolish many UFO mvths - to 
the dismay of some of the au¬ 
dience '*' Mr Lunan demon¬ 
strated that UFO sightings could 
be explained by natural phe¬ 
nomena such as meteorites, or 
by people encountermg military 
testing of secret hardware. 

He also said that his re¬ 
searches had shown that stabs-

tics on UFOs - the so-called “5 
per cent" claim in which one in 
20 UFOs are said to be gen¬ 
uinely unidentified - came 
about because of an iniema- 
Qonal agreement that any satel¬ 
lite or rocket pieces should be 
returned immediately to their 
country of origin. 

He explained: “If bits of Rus¬ 
sian or a Chinese spy satellite, 
for instance, fall oii Western 
territory they are immediately 
classified as UFOs, so that you 
don't have to hand them back to 
their country of origin but can 
hand them over » the intelli¬ 
gence services," 

He added: "Hoaxes feature a 
lot in the equation. Some of 
those hoaxes are deliberately 
promoted by the military au¬ 
thorities in order to deOea at¬ 
tention from their activities.' 


Mr Lunan said he had been 
told by intelligence officers that 
the "5 per cent' of UFOs over 
the UK during the Cold War had 
included pl^es bringing in 
drug smu^ers and illegal im- 
migranis m order to confuse the 
Soviets as to what had really 
been identified. 

He also said such famous 
UFOs as the original "flying 
saucer' sighting in 1947 and 
the Roswell inddeni in New 
Mexico could now be explained 
by the release of information 
about ‘flying wing' aircraft and 
remote-controUed pilotless ve¬ 
hicles fRPVsl which were in 
development by the US military 
in those areas at the tune. 

He added: "It would also ex¬ 
plain why so many visitors to US 
Air Force bases claim to have 
glimpsed UFOs through hangar 
doors, which in turn led to sug- 
gertions that the US govern¬ 
ment was in contcct ’-viih 
aliens." 

The most famous incident in 
Scotland involving a close en¬ 
counter - "the only one in the 
world with a local authority

Mr Lunan - was Bob Taylor'; 
report of an encounter with ; 
downed UFO near Livingston ii 
the 1970s. 

Mr Lunan said that a jour 
nalisi who dealt with the loca 
police on the night that 1: hap 
pened and Mr Taylor himsei 
later said the original police re 
port contamed details ofacaier 
pillar-track vehicle which at 
tacked Mr Taylor and slashet 
his trousers, a detail which ha 
been left out of the official repor 
of the incident. 

Mr Lunan said that a roori 
plausible expianauon was tha 
Mr Taylor had seen a militar 
operation to recover a downet 
pilotless aircraft using : 
'wheelbarrow' bomb disposa 
type now famibar from its use u 
Nonhem Ireland. 

Mr Lunan added that "ai 
mospheric phenomena’ couli 
exol^ manv other UFO‘ 
"With Venus briLiant In th 
evening sky at the moment it i 
no coincidence we are expc 
riencing a wave of UFO sight 
mgs in Scotland." 


A BRIGHT light captured on police TV 
cameras has sparked a UFO alert. 

The unidentified oOjeci was sponed on 
Falkirk's closed circuit television cameras. 

The TV spies zoomed in on the Haliglen area 
after a woman reported a mystery sighting hov- 
eiine above her home. Now baffled police are 
examining the video footage ot the mysiery 
object. „ .. 

Superintendent Jim Forbes of Falkirk Police 
said: "We received a phone call from a resident 
in Hallelen who was concerned about a bnght 
light m the area. Our officers responded but 
found nothing. 

"However, a couple of hours later our CCTV 
operators turned their camera tow^s Haliglen 

and there was a light on the screen." 

Superintendent Forbes added: "We’re look¬ 
ing mio It rieht now. but we don t want to spec¬ 
ulate on what it rmght be. We’re quite sure there 
will be a simple expiananon for it" 

The strange lisht was spotted in the early 
hours of last Thursdav. The woman who made 
the call to police, Catherine Penman (401 of 53 
Dochart Place. Hallgien, told The Falkirk 
Herald this week what happened. 

She said; "My husband. Scon, was out in the 
shed and when he came m he said 'I think 
there’s a UFO out there’. At first 1 didn’t believe 
him but the more 1 looked, the more 1 thought 
he could be right. It was a really bnght light 
which was down quite low. At first 1 thought u 
was a star, but it was 10 times bigger than a star 
and was reallv close to the house. 1 watched it 
for two hours, then it moved. I contacted the 
police because it was so unusual." 

Like the police. Mrs Penman has no loea wtiai 
the light could have been, but she is keeping an 
open mind. She said; "There s no way it could 
have been a helicopter or a plane because of the 
leneih of time it hovereiJ in the air. 1' ve always 
been inmeued by UFOs and things like that, but 
it’s quite fretdty when you see someming like 
that for real." 
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THREE young X-Files fans 
I are convinced they have 
seen a tJTO! 

The youngsters, all pupils 
at Maiden Erlegh School, 
claim they saw three differ¬ 
ent stages of an alien craft 
over the course of an hour. 

Matthew Maitland. 12. 
Jonathon Sangha. 13. Stuart 
Lambourn., 12. and Stuart’s 
mum Valerie, were walking 
home along Rushey Way 
from The Centrepoint Youth 


Cluh" on the evening of 
March 29. when Stuart sud¬ 
denly shouted "UFOI”. 

Matthew said; "We all 
looked into the sky and saw 
what looked like a star 
changing colour. At first we 
thought it was a comet but 
then it turned into a big 
burning fireball, dropped 
something and faded away." 

They thought that was to be 
their last sitting - but then 
they saw a "peculiar aircraft 


with red and green flashing 
lights hovering in the sky". 

And as they walked down 
Ilfracombe Way Lower 
Earley Matthew and Stuart 
saw a "big red flashing light 
in the sky". They kept watch 
after reaching home and 
gradually it faded away. 

Said Matthew; "What we 
saw was not a star, comet, 
meteorite or aeroplane. It 
can onlv be described as a

Witnesses 

She traces the British 
government’s interest in 
UFOs over the past 40 years 
imd tries to find out how much 
the men fi^m the Ministry 
really know. 

Using archive foouge from 
jul over the world, she high¬ 
lights interesting sightings 
and prompts some of those 
who have wimessed famous 
cases to speak for the first 
tune. 

“We had radar reports of 
objects travelling up to 4,000

A classic case that altered 
Government policy occurred 
on the night of Au^t 13.1956 
when two fighter planes were

Story ‘totally believable’

A WOMAN claims she has 
never been the same since 
being the victim of an appar¬ 
ent attack by small, smelly 
aliens on a road near the 
Suflbik-Essex border. 

The British UFO Resesrch 
Association has desaibed accounts of 
her experience as convincing. 

Now the account of bow Ros 
Reynolds-Pambam was apparently 
scarred for life in a four-hour 
encounter with the little grey men is 
being examined by Jenoy Randies, 
who is helping to present a new BBC2 
series, Secrets of the Paranormal. 

Ros, 35, a show dog breeder from 
LiCtie Gacton, claiaiti si.e and her for¬ 
mer boyfriend experienced the attack 


Stoke-by-Gare berweeo Haverhill and 
Sudbury 14 years ago. 

She says she is not a weirdo, but 
believes after she and boyfriend Philip 
saw a blazing helicopter-size object 
havering above them she suffered a 
nightmare experience from which she 
has never recovered. 

As the craft swept down everything 
went blank, and the next thing she 
remembered was being on a Perspex 
pedestal in a pinky-grey oval room. 

There were 3ft 6in tail grey Figures 
all around her. They bad large heads, 
no nose, a slit for a mouth, and bad 
long, spidery hands with four Tingers. 
The little men smelled like rotten 
eggs. 

She believes the aliens could hsve

she found on her legs and other parts 
of her body. As the horseshoe-shaped 
craft made its swoop with li^ts blaz¬ 
ing, her boyfriend put his foot down, 
but the car engine died. Four hours 
later Ros found herself back in the car 
with the engine running. 

She and her boyfriend did not say a 
word as tbey continued their 
September evening journey. 

Later, she says, she started to 
"sleep-wriie”. getting up in the night 
to draw things in dots, or write strange 
formulae or type odd letters. 

She was haunted by severe 
headaches and noises in her bead, but 
refused to take drugs prescribed by ber 
doctor. 

The suain led to a split with her 
hnwfti^ori. 


She has since maaied Mark; 
Pamham after meeting him when be' 
was appointed by an East Anglian 
paranormal research group to Investi¬ 
gate her case seven years ago. 

West Yorkshire-based Philip 
Mantle, of the British UFO Research 
Association (BUFORA), featured the 
Suffolk experience in his recent book. 
Without Consent. 

He said: "I think what Ros says 
should be believed. She has turned 
down offers of money Cor her story, 
and says she is open to suggestions of 
other causes of what happened to her 
that night. Because of that 1 believe 
she is a credible person. 

"She is a professional woman and 
could lose more than she could gain 
by going public on this." 

Mr Mantle said other abduclees bad 
reported seeing hieroglyphic type¬ 
writing or grey figures wiio smelled 
like rotten eggs.

They were flying 
at a reasonably slow 
speed and in an aircraft 
display formation, but 
were not making any 
noise. 

She said. ‘I was having 
trouble sleeping. I got 
up. looked out of the 
window and saw what, 
at first, looked like a sat¬ 
ellite. It was like some¬ 
thing you’d expect to see 
on television. It was all 
very fascinating and 
lasted about 20 seconds, 
but it was also very 
peculiar.' 

She added. T couldn’t 
have mt'staken what I 
saw for anything else be¬ 
cause the skies were 
clear and there were no 
stars. I hadn’t been 
drinking and 1 certainly 
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wasn't dreaming. I rea¬ 
lise some people may not 
take this seriously and 1 
can understand that — I 
have reservations about 
UFOs myselfi 
‘I just find it hard to ac¬ 
cept the fact that I might 
have been the only per¬ 
son to have seen the 
UFO. Someone else must 
have seen it.' 

The friend Mrs Stookes 
was visiting, Ivy Cook, 
said she found it hard to 
believe her friend had 
seen a UFO. but added 
that Mrs Stookes was 
'very stable, not the son 
of person that imagines 
things'. 

Police said they had 
not received any other 
reports of UFOs in the 
area that night. 

However they stated 
the police helicopter was 
out dunng the early 
hours of Wednesday 
morning in the Poiegate 
area, and this could 
have explained the 
sighting.

A RESEARCHER from 
Heme Bay has provided 
vital information for a 
forthcoming book about a 
series of confirmed UFO 
sightings over Belgium six 
years ago. 

In his book UFO: A Deadly 
Concealment. Derek Sheffield, a 
former RAF pilot, details three 
mysterious incidents between 
November, 1989, and March, 
1990, 

During the course of his in¬ 
vestigations Mr Sheffield 
received help from Mervyn 
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by Neil Lampert 

Newell, of (ireenhiil. who is co¬ 
ordinator of the East Kent UPO 
Research Unit. 

The sightings of a strange 
triangular craft, which travelled 
at speeds and performed man¬ 
oeuvres which would be impos¬ 
sible for a human piiot to sur¬ 
vive, were witnessed by radar 
operators, hundreds of Belgian 
police officers and thousands of 
civilians. 

The last sighting on March 30, 
1990, resulted in an hour-long 
hOOOmph aerial chase involving 
two Belgian air force F16 fighter 
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jets. The chase ended when the 
unidentified craft disappeared 
just six minutes away from 
Bntish airspace. 

The Belgian Government 
became the first in the world to 
involve itself in an open UFO 
inquiry which it has since 
distanced itself from. The whole 
affair made front-page news 
across Europe. 

Mr Sheffield's research led 
him to submit a document to the 
European Parliament calling for 
an official inquiry. The 
parliament's committee for 
energy, research and technology 
has agreed to discuss his appli¬ 
cation. 

Mr Newell said: "I first rang 
Derek two years ago and mtro- 
duced myself, but he was not I 
too keen to speak to any UFO 
groups at that time. 

"1 then got a Belgian air force 
report about the incident on 
March 30. and I sent this to 
Derek because I knew he was 
researching the episode." 

Mr Sheffield. 67. from Rolven- 
den. said the report, which is 
included in the book, was very 
similar to one already in bs 
possession from the Belgian 
police. 

"What was valuable about the i 
air force version was the record - 
of the conversation between the ' 
pilots and ground control which 
1 am now considering as the 
basis for another book." he 
said-
